The cow classes were just as strong and 
just as attractive from a ringside view 
point, for there were some magnificient 
specimens paraded. Tolan placed his senior 
yearling heifer, Blackcap Tolan 60th, a cow 
that has looked good all season, even at 
home before the shows started, at the head 
of her class and carried her along for the 
senior and grand championship tickets. De- 
feating in the finals Fullerton’s first prize 
junior yearling heifer that had carried away 
the junior championship for females. Those 
who witnessed these splendid specimens as 
they paraded before the judge to gain their 
final resting places were highly pleased with 
them and the breed. And, by the way, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle are fast going into the 
great Southwest territory—God’s own cat- 
tle country (apologies to Gov.

A Georgia Herd. 

A belated report from Mr. W. R. Howard, 
Stephens, Georgia, reveals the fact that he 
founded his Aberdeen-Angus herd in 1931 
with the purchase of six heifers and a bull. 
In the few short intervening years the herd 
has grown to number twenty-seven breeding 
cows, six yearling heifers and six heifer 
calves. During this time but four heifers 
have been added through purchase, two of 
them and a bull were purchased in the Vir- 
ginia breeders auction which was held at 
Swainsboro last spring. Mr. Howard has 
sold his bull calves and kept his heifers for 
his breeding herd. Just an example of how 
quickly a few good heifers will be able to 
cover a farm with good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Any young fellow, and this may well 
apply to the older ones too, who will select 
a half dozen to a dozen good heifers and 
keep them and their female progeny will in 
a very short time build a herd to the capac- 
ity of his farm for these Aberdeen-Angus 
are prolific.

Here comes a letter from J. V. Arney, 
Leon, Iowa, specialist in Juana and Miss 
Burgess breeding, and double bred ones at 
that, saying that he was just too busy build- 
ing a new barn to take off even a half day.

Last time the Journal man stopped at 
Arney’s place he had just completed the 
foundation for that new barn, right at the 
top of a south slope across the road from 
his home, where the cows and their calves 
can enjoy the winter sun to their heart’s 
content, and those great deep bodied, short 
coupled matrons looked like they might be 
big hearted, at least they were exceptionally 
full hearted. There was little doubt that 
many would have an opportunity to pur- 
chase the few bulls left at that time for 
they were the sort, regardless of their pop- 
ular breeding, that men don’t leave behind 
—_— they are looking for herd bull ma- 
terial.

Starting Nice Herd. 

Mr. R. B. George, Smithville, Texas, 
writes: “While my business interests at 
present are in Texas I own a small herd of 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cows that are 
located on my farm in Howard County, Mis- 
souri, and was up there this fall and attend- 
ed the organization meeting of the Howard 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
tion. While there I bought a good cow, 
Pride of Rosemere 168th, from the L. W. 
Brockman herd and also bought five head at 
the Helen R. Innes dispersion sale, including 
one of the two top cows of the sale. Ten of 
my cows are sired by Battles bulls and the 
others are Marshall bred cows. My herd is 
headed by the good young bull, Brock’s Rab- 
ban 2d, who is a son of Rabban and has for 
dam Queen of K. 13th, a Dr. George M. 
Laughlin bred cow. I feel that I have start- 
ed with the right kind and I want to grad- 
ually add some top cows to this herd as I 
can buy them.” 

There is quite some history back of this 
bull Rabban, and now that he has passed on 
it can better be told. He was the result of 
the mating of Revolution 100th with Erica 
Energy 101st, both of these young cattle 
had been made junior champions at the 
American Royal the season of the mating. 
Erica Energy died after Rabban had been 
born from an infection caused by an injury 
when she was pierced by a sliver of wood 
from a partition in her stall. Revolution 
100th was later made grand champion at 
the Chicago International, served several 
years as chief stock bull at Strathmore and 
then passed to the ownership of Messrs. Ful- 
lerton and Kershaw of Oklahoma, serving 
in the Fullerton herd last season and is now 
at home at the Kershaw farms where he is 
as spry and active as a youngster. Rabban 
was his first calf, was sold to Dr. George 
Laughlin and became his chief herd sire. 
In the Laughlin herd he sired a great lot of 
cattle both bulls and females. So Mr. 
George has a grandson of Rabban as his 
chief stock bull.

Sales Policy 


and how IT affects 
BREED Promotion 


Most breeders will admit the value of 
good breed promotion. More, they will 
agree that a sales policy of honesty, value 
for value, does more to build up good will 
for their herd than any other one factor. | 

Breeding of live stock is an honor busi- 
ness. There are many ways in which a 
breeder can “out-smart” other breeders. 
One’s word is the accepted fact on the date 
of birth, the sire and the dam of any calf. 

Just how much good has been done by 
breeders demanding that every animal they 
have sold for breeding purposes has been 
to their best knowledge correct in type, 
bred favorably, and of a strain that pro- 
duces well, would be very difficult to esti- 
mate. The breed has undoubtedly gone 
ahead rapidly, because of that factor. For 
a new man, (and in new men is life of the 
business) sold good cattle will bring new 
customers, buy more cattle and boost the

iast. He is so much of an enthusiast that pace. There is still room at the top for all 


he visits other herds, invites breeders to 


his herd, and soon learns that his foun- 
dation herd is far below what he anti- 
cipated and frequently below what his 
money should have purchased. The 
reaction to the breed, to the breeder, 
to the whole live stock industry, in 
fact, is detrimental. Occasionally, and 
we could cite instances, the breeder 
will realize that there are those in all 
businesses who operate to secure the 
greatest profit at any and _ all costs. 
This new breeder will probably sell his 
herd and start anew, and will have 
learned that type and breeding are 
essential, that even more essential is 
production. But, we have the other 
breeder, who takes a different attitude. 
He immediately condemns the breeder 
who sold him his cattle (we cannot say 
that we blame him) but more he con- 
demns the whole association of breed- 
ers, the breed itself and the entire live 
stock industry. For what? For the 
sake of a few dollars more of extra 
profit, the breeder loses a good cus- 
tomer, a potential breeder, an enthus- 
iast for the breed and the breed loses 
friends. 

We would suggest selling for breed- 
ing purposes good type cattle. Ask a 
little more money, if necessary. Or 
advise that you can sell them a few 
less for the same amount of money. Do 
everything to start a new man with 
the finest group of breeding cattle 
possible. As soon as breeders do that, 
their own sales will mount, both in 
volume and averages. They will be 
developing breed interest, creating a 
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the effort that we breeders can exert. We

Saturday, October 29th, at Harlan, Iowa, 
was the day, and a wonderful day it was 
too, but not much like the Kirschbaum sale 
day two or three years ago when the snow 
was drifting and forced a postponement of 
the sale until spring. 

A delay, caused by a flat tire, made our 
arrival later than was planned, but arrived 
before dinner and the majority of the crowd. 
Many breeders and several beginners were 
already walking the barns and taking a good 
last look before the auction starts. These 
breeders, Nebraska and Iowa men, divided 
the offering pretty evenly later in the day. 

At one o’clock Art Thompson, known to 
every breeder in America, be they breeders 
of cattle, sheep or hogs, called the men to 
the seats and presented the speaker of the 
day, Bill Barton, the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Association’s newest addition, who 
has traveled extensively the past summer 
and has walked many days and driven 
thousands of miles in the promotion of our 
breed in this territory west of the Mississip- 
pi. Bill has spent many days in the Sand- 
hills in Texas and all territory where good 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls and breeding cattle 
are badly needed and where many can be 
found improving the range cattle. In Bill’s 
talk one could see the demand for more good 
beef cattle and what constituted good type 
for the range men and our own corn belt 
feeders. The supply of good cattle can just 
barely make a dent in the overwhelming 
demand that we come in contact with day 
after day on the road and in the office in 
the form of inquiries by mail. 

The forty-eight lots sold for $6,515.50 an 
average of $135.75. The top bull was En- 
ergy Marshall 517997 selling to A. J. Hill, 
Warfield, Nebraska for $225.00. The top 
cow was Erica 14th of Longview 524152 
selling to Ed Poika, Riverton, Nebraska, at 
$325.00 but I really believe the biggest thrill 
I received all day was the purchasing of A. 
P. Andersen’s herd books volumes one to 
thirty inclusive, which had been the original 
Escher Herd Books and seeing them trans- 
fered from his car to the back seat of my 
own.

To appreciate Mattapany, one must know 
something about Mr. Weschler, and his ob- 
jectives. When a young man, he had a de- 
sire to be an engineer, he realized that it 
would take a lot of work. To state that it 
hasn’t done so would be most unfair, for 
backed solely by his determination, he has 
accomplished his first purpose, that of being 
an engineer.

But, his 
herd will be improved as time goes on both 
by purchase and by selection from his own 
successive calf crops. 


The original cattle were from the herd of 
Mr. Paul Llewellyn at Rectortown, Virginia, 
which brings out the fact that many of them 
are from Briarcliff Farms foundation. At 
the 1937 Maryland-Virginia sale at Fred- 
erick a few more were secured. Among 
them was Wickwire’s Queen Mother, a four- 
year-old cow owned by Cold Saturday. This 
cow had a nice heifer calf at foot sired by 
the Cold Saturday senior herd sire, Andelot 
Prince Quality. Since that date she has 
dropped another fine heifer by the same 
bull. Other purchases at that date were two 
daughters of Evilesco of Page, both bred by 
Mr. George K. Bailey at Wickwire on the 
Eastern shore. Still another was a McHenry 
Blackeap daughter of the Imported Evaxus 
of Ballindalloch that was consigned to the 
sale by Mr. George W. Cutting of the Fen- 
ton herd, at Warrenton, Virginia. She has 
a nice heifer calf by Prince Parade.

at his calves. In my own mind he 
= . the bull I wanted and needed, so I 
bought him.” That’s not a half bad policy 
for any breeder to follow. If the breeding, 
the buil and his calves all suit, he should be 
good property, no matter what the cost, so 
long as it is within reason. 

The writer has always been an admirer 
of the old bull, Glencarnock Revolution 6th, 
even before Senator Miller bought him. 
Glencarnock Revolution 6ti was a truly 
great son of the famous International grand 
champion Blackeap Revolution, and carried 
many of his finer qualities. Substance and 
stability were predominating characteris- 
tics, and these he transmitted in a marked 
degree to his progeny, both bulls and heif- 
ers, Check the accompanying tabulation. 
Note that Blackcap Revolution traces three 
times to the bull, 10th Laird of Estill, pur- 
chased by Mr. McHenry under much the 
same conditions and under quite similar cir- 
cumstances as was this Glencarnock Revo- 
lution 6th purchase made by Senator Miller. 
Mr. Henry liked the bull, liked his breeding, 
liked his calves, and he bought 10th Laird 
of Estill for the purpose of producing better 
cattle. Had this old bull done nothing else 
than to sire Baden Lad, that would still 
have been a great day’s work for Mr. Mc- 
Henry, for Baden Lad produced three In- 
ternational grand champion daughters be- 
sides Protine, who in turn had he been the 
only son of Baden Lad, was worth the while 
and the price. 

It was Protine who sired the world’s 
greatest breeding bull, Earl Marshall, whose 
dam Erica McHenry 12th was a grand- 
daughter of old 10th Laird of Estill. Baden 
Lad was the grandsire of Blackcap McHenry 
104th, the mother of Blackcap Revolution, 
and her sire was a son of the International 
grand champion Vala’s Rosegay. Blackcap 
Revolution was predominantly McHenry 
breeding. 

Then look at the maternal side of this 
tabulation. Ballindalloch, Harviestoun, Bal- 
moral, Abergeldie, leading herds across the 
way; Glencarnock, Canadian leader for 
years, combined with a spiash of McHenry. 
Black Woodlawn produced two International 
grand champion bulls. Golden Gleam was 
outstanding as a sire in the Glencarnock 
herd. All this substantial improving blood 
was then piled upon the grand old imported 
cow, Eline of Balmoral. She had been mat-

ed with Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and 
it was Eline E. 2d, the resulting daughter 
who when mated with the great Canadian 
show and breeding bull, Ensign of Glencar- 
nock, produced Eveline of Page, the dam of 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th. 

The Journal joins with Mr. Kemp in the 
realization that the breed has lost one of its 
substantial peers. But his sons and daugh- 
ters, and there were hosts of them, live on 
and will undoubtedly make his influence felt 
along down the line of progress much as has 
his predecessors. 10th Laird of Estill is 
still a fundamental element in any combina- 
tion of breeding revealing the names of 
Baden Lad, Earl Marshall and Blackcap 
Revolution. Check the champions of the 
past, since and including 1921, if you doubt 
the sincerity of this statement. 

Just what provision Mr. Kemp has made 
for carrying on the blood of this great sire 
in his most select breeding herd we do not 
know, but he will undoubtedly be telling 
Journal readers from time to time. The 
Journal adds its tribute to the accomplish- 
ments and memory of a great sire.
